FOREWORD

research on the Sino-Soviet B1<l>c areas covered , through SECRET 
classification,* The material^ listed includes: 

1. Research studies and analytical reports dealing directly with 
Sino-Soviet Bloc economic programs. 

2. Reports on specialized aspects of particular Bloc economic 
activities, which provide useful background material for 
analysts studying the' susceptibilities of non-Bloc countries 
to Bloc economic influences. 

This survey lists projects initiated, in progress, completed, or 
cancelled during the period 1 December 1956 through 30 November 1957. 
Previous surveys have covered the periods since January 1954. The 
last Bloc survey (EIC-S-27) covered the period 1 January 1956 through 
30 November 195^. 

The material on external Research projects** was assembled by 
the EIC Secretariat with the assistance of the External Research 
Staff of the Department of State. The economic sections of National 
Intelligence Estimates and certain of the basic economic contributions 
thereto are listed.
